Jersey 
City, bas received the f^llowinc letter 
from Urecory M. TsUka. a missionary, 
giving an account of tne capture of bis 
wife and Miss Stone by Bulfarian 
brigand* on Oct. 1: 


"On Tuesday (1st) a week afo a 


party of us were traveling from 


ionsko to Djiiiiiiijo. On our way we 
\,untl ourselves surrounded by a band 
of armed men. about thirty in num- 
ter. all armed wiUi tbe latest rifles. 
»owever 
Tbey demanded our surren- 


der aud then made us climb up a thick 
'orest, stopping bere and there to ex- 
amine tbe place. After half an hour 
or so more we were ordered to sit 
down. Then they chose ll.ss Stone, 
sn American uiissijuary. and niy wife, 
and. tating two of our horses, they 
went farther in. while they kept us. 
the rest, till the very morn hi-, so that 
we could not go and report to the gov- 
ernment. 


"Just at tne time, before taking the 
adies. we bad to witness a most terri- 
>Ie thing. They bad captured at the 
same time, a little before or after—we 
don't know—a Turk. and. while tbey 
tied his hands back, they were beating 
hint with tbe backs of their rides, and 
finally, taking bis own knife, they 
stubbed bim seven times, and he fell 
dead. 


For a long time we bad to wait and 


hear nothing. Oh. the agony aud the 
sleepless nights that we have spent 
waiting and watching and no answer! 
finally we got a letter telling us that 
the reason of t&eir capture was to get- 
money. They demand mere than 
5100.0CO. It is a very large sum. and 
t seems impossible to get it. 
"I am confident that our friends in 


Ajnerica. will do ail in their power. 
Pray for us. When my wife gets free, 
yon shall have a long story of her ex- 
periences. God grant her freedom! 


'I would have written sooner, but 1 


jave been in the hands of the govern- 
ment, being examined and cross ex- 
amined almost every day. Many people 
xave suffered terribly on this account. 
Some have been beaten to death with 
the hope that before tbey died they 
would tell where the missionaries are. 
The inhabitants all around the place 
where they were captured are in prison 
or have run away and deserted their 
homes." 


The Kev. Gregory Si. Tsilfca and the 


Rev. Mr. Briggs were members of the 
class of 1900. Union Theological semi- 
nary. Mr. Tsilka and his wife are Al- 
banians. They cazne to this country 
Sve years ago to educate themselves 
for missionary work. They were en- 
gaged to be married at the time. Mrs. 
Tsilka became a trained nurse and had 
a place in the Presbyterian hospital 
when Mr. Tsiika wa» ordained a Con- 
gregational minister by the Manhattan 
conference- They were married short- 
ly before saving, about a year ago. 
Mr. Tsiika is. twenty-eigbt years old. 
His wife was a teacher in Miss Stone's 
school.

Patrick JL 
and Ttooias G'Oonoell. mem- 


ber* of parliament, who reeently arriv- 
ed ia New Vork. purpose making an ex- 
tended visit to the United States witb 
the object mainly cf enlisting new sym- 
pathy aad strengthening the old among 
the people of America generally, but 
more especially those of Irish birth or 
descent. In favor of the work of toe 
Irish parliamentary party, says the 
Washington Post. They will visit most 
of the principal cities, particularly of 
the eastern states. 


The deputation Is a well chosen one. 


It contains tbe personified attributes 
which appeal most directly to the sym- 
pathies of Irishmen all the world over. 
Its leading member. Mr. Bedmond. is 
chairman of the Irish par y and tbe ac- 
knowledged leader of the tnsb p-xtplt 
He is the first man since tbe memora- 
ble "split" on tbe Parnell leadership 
who has commanded the respect and 
confidence of all sections of Irish Na- 
tionalists. During the troublous tim 
when tbe war cf factions raged most 
fiercely between the "Parnellites" and 
"McCanhyites" Mr. Redmond, while 
stancbly supporting bis old chief by the 
most earnest eloquence and tireless ac- 
tivity, was never kuown to use an ex- 
pression calculated to create bitterness 
and resentment among bis former col- 
leagues who took the opposite view. 
This fact doubtless weighed heavily in 
determining the high compliment after- 
ward paid him in his selection, though 
belonging to a minority, as chairman of 
the reunited Irish party. From the 
death of Parnell till tbe reunion be had 
been tbe leader of the Parnellite party. 
Tbe tenacity witb which this band held 
to the principles of the dead leader and 
the devotion they cherished for his 
memory compelled the admiration of 
many whose judgment was entirely 
against the policy of retaining Parnell 
as leader. 


Tbe chief principle for which Mr. 


Redmond and his followers then con- 
tended, a principle which is today ac- 
knowledged as an essential article of 
the Irish party's political creed, was 
the necessity of maintaining absolute 
independence of all English parties. 
Tbe Irish leader is one of tbe most elo- 
quent speakers in tbe British bouse of 
commons. He is one of the few mem- 
bers of tbat assembly whose utter- 
ances always command respectful at- 
tention from all quarters of tbe bouse. 
Mr. Redmond comes of an old and in- 
auential Watcrford family, and be bas 
for many years represented the bor- 
ough of Waterf ord in tbe imperial par- 
liament. 


The second member of the deputa- 


tion. Mr. McHngb. is a native of North 
Leltritn, and be bas represented that 
division ;n parliament for the last 
eight years. He is one of the "fighting 
members'* and has always taken a 
keen delight in Ignoring the existence 
of English law in Ireland, especially 
in regard to its bearing on Irish poli- 
tics. One result of this peculiarity on 
Mr. McHugb's part bas been his com- 
pulsory occupation of one of bis maj- 
esty's "free hotels" for three periods 
of six months each, tbe latest, but 
probably not tbe last, having been 
completed only two days before he 
started on bis tour of the United 
States. He owns and edits a weekly 
paper, the Slizo Champion, in tbe 
town of SMjro and is a member of all 
the important representative public 
bodies of the town and connty. 
He 


has been mayor of tbe borough of 
Sligo for siv years, a distinction never 
accorded to any of bis predecessors in 
the civic chair. One of bis terms of 
incarceration was the result of a 
speech of his referring to a local "land 
grabber" and afterward published In, 
is own paper, in the course of which 
be said that in other places, if grab- 
bers daret* to ply their heartless trade, 
tbey would bt "bun? from the nearest 
tree or shot down like stars in Sep- 
tember." Tbe "limbs of the law" inter- 
preted this utterance as a hint to Mr. 
McHugh's audience to go and do like- 
wise, so he was treated to six calendar 
months on tbe ptank bed as a. reminder 
to speak more tenderly of grabbers In 
future. Tbe six months* imprisonment 
which Mr. McHash had just complet- 
ed in Kilmnmb.in, jail before he left

He was 
always enthusiastic In his support of 
the morement and uerer lost an oppor- 
tunity of conversing lu the native 
tongue. On the rerj- first dajr of his 
appearance In the house of commons 
he caused considerable amusement 
among some and admiration among 
others by his Gaelic salutation of the 
speaker on being introduced to that 
functionary. And a .few weeks later 
when he commenced to make his maid* 
en speech In the bouse In the language 
he lisped at his mother's knee, though 
be was ruled out of order, he succeed- 
ed In focusing such public attention on 
the Irish language movement as place*! 
It at once within the domain of practi- 
cal politics. In season and out of it he 
has since then kept the chief secretary 
peppered with questions as to the facil- 
ities afforded for the teaching of Irish 
under the boards of primary and inter- 
mediate education in Ireland, and the 
regulations on this subject made in re- 
cent issues of rales by both these 
boards afford ample Indication of the 
fact that since Mr. O'Donnell became 
the parliamentary champion of the lan- 
guage movement the hitherto adverse 
attitude of officialdom in the education 
departments has been considerably 
modified. It looks indeed at last us if 
the expressive and mellifluous tongue 
of the Gael is to be redeemed from the 
limbo of dead languages. Among the 
names which future generations of 
Irishmen will revere In conn action 
with this achievement an honored 
place will assuredly be given to that of 
Thomas O'BonnelL Irishmen in the 
United States who understand the lan- 
guage of their forefathers will have 
the pleasure of hearing it spoken in its 
native purity by this brilliant and en- 
thusiastic young Kerry man. for it is 
Mr. O'Donneli's intention to address 
many of bis audiences in the olden 
tongue. 


MILLIONS FOR AGRICULTURE

The estimates for the department of 


agriculture for tbe next fiscal year ag- 
gregate $4.789.540. This is against 53,- 
862.420 for the current fiscal year, 
showing an Increase of almost a million 
dollars for next year. This includes 
$10.000 for silk investigation, which is 
to be entered upon for the first time. It 
Is to enable the department to experi- 
ment, collect and disseminate informa- 
tion relating to silk culture in this 
conn try. 


The total for the- weather bureau, as 


submitted by Chief Moore and included 
In Secretary Wflson's estimates for con- 
gress, is $1.2ia090. an increase of $169, 
770. There is an increase of $113.1)50 In 
salaries and of $58.000 for vegetable 
pathological work. Tbe total estimates 
for forestry work are $260.180. an in- 
crease of $113.900. and for soil investi- 
gation $173.000. an increase of $82.000. 
These increases are to meet tbe expand- 
ing work along special lines.

When reindeer were first proposed 


•or use la the mall service in Alaska. 
the idea was ridiculed, says the New 
York Sun. Siuce tben experiments 
lave demonstrated the animal's valne 
'or this purpose. The first test showed 
is superiority o\-er dog teams for trav- 
eling through the inow. 


A reindeer team with a Lapp driver 


was selected to carry one of tbe mall- 
tags over the Nome route and to re- 
.urn with the outgoing mail, the round 
trip being about 500 miles. Two days 
before the reindeer started three well 
equipped dog: teams set out. The route 
ay through a country without road or 
rail, -and the conditions were as bad 
as heavy snowfalls could make them. 


Early on the fifth day out tbe rein- 


deer team caught up with the slowi 
of-tbe dog outfits hi a stretch of soft 
drifted snow. In this the dogs had 
>een .stalled, and their desperate flonn- 
deringa had so wearied them that they 
were making little progress. The rein- 
deer plowed through the drifts with 
little difficulty. That afternoon they 
passed the second dog team. 


The Lapp brought bis mall to its des- 


tination, rested bis deer thirty hour*, 
started on the return trip and fifty 
miles out met the foremost of his com- 
petitors. Even more remarkable wai 
mail- trip of 1.240 miles through a 
trackless wilderness made by reindeer, 
the teams making as much as 110mile* 
a day under favorable conditions. 


Now tbat tbe value of these !*"'""*'• 


has been fully established the United 
States have become an importer and 
breeder of stock aud will bring in the 
next re-w years thousands of reindeer 
into their northernward possession. 
There are -now ia Alaska eight herds 
comprising about 3.500 head. By Jan* 
nary this number will be increased 
ihrough importation to more than 
5,000. 


At first the whites in Alaska were 


not successful in handling the animals. 
They are scarcely comprehensible by 
the Caucasian. The reindeer. Is easily 
frightened and easily offended, and It 
is impossible to tell how he will behave 
in either case. Sometimes he will rush 
at the offending person and strike him 
down with his sharp, powerful fore 
hoofs or endeavor to rip him open with 
a quick descent'of his formidable ant- 
lers. Again he will balk, sulk and even 
pine away. 


Between the Siberian and the rein- 


deer there exists a sort of affinity- The 


tnal will obey his accustomed mas- 


ter when a white skinned man can do 
nothing with him. So a number of 
herders were brought over from Sibe- 
ria and young Alaskan Eskimos pul 
under them to learn the business. The 
Alaskan natives have taken the great- 
est Interest In the introduction of the 
reindeer, and on many occasions dele- 
gations have traveled from 300 to 4W 
miles to inspect a herd, which is lockec 
upon as opening a new avenue of 
wealth for them. 


For a time it was feared that the 


Alaskan dogs unless checked woult 
manifest a disposition to scatter and 
destroy the reindeer herds, but the 
herders were armed and had stric 
orders to fire upon any dog interfering 
with a herd, and after a number o: 
meddlesome dogs had been shot this 
source of annoyance disappeared al 
most altogether. A few reindeer are 
killed each year by wolves. 


Even more expert than the Siberians 


In the care and training of reindeer are 
the natives of Lapland. Accordingly a 
score of fullblooded Lapps have been 
Induced by liberal offers to emigrate to 
Alaska, where they form a little col 
ony. With them have came a number 
of their dogs remarkably intelligen 
animals that not only herd and guari 
the reindeer, but also assist in training 
and breaking them to harness. Thi 
doss are very courageous and w!l 
fight -wolves, mountain lions or an; 
other beast of prey That may attack 
the herd- 


Any of the Lapps may upon applies 


tion to the government have the loan 
of 100 head of reindeer for a period o 
from three to five years, at the end of 
which time the borrower returns the 
100 bead of dwr to the government, re- 
taining the increase as his private 
property. 


The reindeer bss also been introduc- 


ed as a pack ani-cal. Oae of the pio- 
neer? in tbis nioxetnent was Hank 
Scrnmers. who for nearly a score of 
year? has been a miner and prospector 
in A! jsfca. This veteran some months 
ss-"> procured a reindeer from one of 
the mission statsors. and upon this 
de*T be packed his tent, blankets, pro- 
visions and tcois for the summer's 
prospecting. After i brief experience 
•with his new assistant he declared that 
ho wonld never again bother -with do^ 
teams. 


Thf breaking of a reindeer Is only 


slightly less excKir.g than the same op- 
eration in the case of a broncho on the 
w-srs-rn plains. When tbe deer is las- 
<=f*Hl the loop being thrown over the 
aiuiTS. he often becomes infuriat«>d 
and, rising upon his hind legs, strikes 
ont vioiously with his fore feet. It Is 
tl-o:i in order for the mma to beat a 
hasty retreat.
